One of the things we can do to help out in the 
growing U.S. airlines crisis is for Imcte Sam 
to stop playing "patsy" to the world. 

There is no reason why Pan American 
World Airways, should have to pay the 
Australian government $4,200 for the right to 
land a Boeing 747 at Sydney Airport while 
Australia's Qantas Airways is required to pay 
only $271 to land a 747 in San Francisco. 

One of the problems which has forced Pan 
Am to ask for financial help from the U.S. 
government is the plain fact that inter-U.S. 
international airlines must compete as free 
enterprises against other* airlines controlled 
and financed by governments. Now, they 
have to do it in a market where both prices 
and costs are a question of government 
regulations. ' v 

The story of how U.S. airlines are 
discriminated against was laid out in stark 
facts published by the Airline Pilot Magazine 
for August. . 

In addition to the Australian , situation, 
Airline Pilot says that in Rome Trans World 
Airlines is billed $600 for every 747 landing 

(plus a 50 percent surcharge if the landing is 
at night). The Italian national carrier Alitalia 
pays nothing for the same privilege. 

AIRLINE PILOT goes on to say: 
"When U.S. airlines want to add airplanes 
to their fleets, they borrow money from 
commercial banks at interest rates currently 
in the 11 to 12 percent neighborhood.. When a 
foreign airline wants' to buy a US.-built 
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airplane, it finances the purchase at 7 percent 
through the Export-Import Bank. As a result, 
the U.S. airline pays about $7 million more for 
the wide-body jet than does the foreign line ' 
that competes with it on its route." 

Actually, foreign airlines have virtually 
unrestricted access to the U.S. passenger 
market, while U.S. carriers are hampered at 
every turn in their efforts to. do business 
abroad: 

IT IS FINE for some .Administration 
spokesmen to talk about U.S. airlines 
providing better service, but the fact remains 
that U.S. carriers (Pan Am, TWA, Braniff, 
Northwest Orient) which are engaged in 
major international service are taking a bad 
beating which our government has failed to 
recognize for years.
